“I don’t’ see any point,” he 
said, ‘‘to pushing the students 
through to the end of June.” 

The new date is actually one 

eday earlier than the June 23 
close set on the school calen- 
dar. Four snow days were built 
into that calendar, and had none

Chairman George Olesen, 
who voted against the motion 
along with Committeeman 
Frank Griggs stuck with his 
contention that the lost time by 
made up.

Because of business 
and personal family reasons I will not 
become involved in that type of campaign;

Increases in the cost of coun- 
ty government could cost An- 
dover taxpayers an additional 
$1.20, according to Assistant 
Town Manager Sheldon §S. 
Cohen. 

Cohen, who serves as 
secretary of the Essex County 
Advisory Board, said Tuesday 
that the budget submitted by 
the County Commissioners 
which reflects an increase in 
excess of $1 million, but does 
not include funds in a 
supplemental budget to be sub- 
mitted for legislative con- 
sideration. 

The supplemental budget is 
for $600,000 to cover salary in- 
creases awarded state and 
county employees this past 
year. 

Cohen said that the total in- 
crease to be passed on to county 
taxpayers comes to about $1.3 
million and represents in- 
creased costs totalling some 60 
per cent over a two year period. 

The county advisory board, 
which examines the budget and 
makes recommendations, will 
be reviewing the county com- 
missioners’s budget at public 
hearing scheduled later this 
month. 

The county commissioners 
forwarded their budget to the 
legislative committee on coun- 
ties and the advisory board last 
week requesting $18,622,000 to 
operate all country 
departments for fiscal 1977-'78. 

The commisdsioners had cut 
$1,911,000 from departmental 
requests prior to submitting 
their budget to the legislature. 

Cohen noted that while the 
commissioners had made an ef- 
fort to cut the budget, they did 
not address themselves to such 
matters as administrative 
rfeform and staffing of agen- 
cies. 

Such matters as some clerks 
in court offices in the county 
handling a large work load than 
other offices, is a matter the 
board feels should be con- 
sidered, along with other areas 
of personnel allocation. 

Cohen feels the advisory 
board will have its hands full in 
examining the county budget 
and making its recommen- 
dations to the legislature, 
following their hearings, the 
first scheduled for Peabody on 
March 12. 

For local budget planning the 
town has included $840,000 as 
Andover’s contribution to coun- 
ty costs for the coming year. 
Last year the cost was $528,000, 
with the increase representing 
about $1.20 per thousand of the 
tax rate for the coming fiscal 
year.

Bernhardt termed the break a 
“professional job.’’ 

The thieves were selective in 
what they took, grabbing the 
more expensive items and vary- 
ing their patterns sufficiently to 
almost lead one to believe there 


300 Face Job 
Loss At Tyer 


Friday will be the final day of 
work at Tyer Rubber Co. for 
some 300 workers, due to what 
a company spokesman states is 
due to the effect of imports on 
the company’s footwear divi- 
sion. 

Tyer, now a division of 
Converse Rubber Co., has been 
a part of Andover’s industrial 
family for over 120 years and 
with the major layoff on Fri- 
day, will now be down to about 
100 employees. 

Leo Beliveau, plant manager, 
reports that while many of the 
workers losing their jobs Fri- 
day are from Andover, the ma- 
jority are from other nearby 
communities. 

The company laid off about 
250 workers in December with 
the total work force being 
reduced from 600 last year to 
100 as of Friday. 

Still being manufactured at 
the Andover plant will be 
rubber-covered rolls for in- 
dustry. 

The Tyer division of Converse 
was a manufacturing plant for 
the firm’s all-star sneaker, and 
other rubber footwear. Imports 
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have drastically cut into the 
American manufacture of such 
products. 

Converse is reassigning its 
footwear manufacturing divi- 
sion to other, newer plants in 
other parts of the country.

6Substitute Teachers 


*Seek Preferred Status 


A group of substitute 
teachers threw the Andover 
School Committee for 
something of a loop Tuesday 
night, when they informed them 
there are ‘‘preferred sub- 
stitutes’’ versus others, and a 
pay differential as well. 

The 10 substitutes, led by 
Barbara Smith, asked the com- 
mittee to update the 
‘“‘preferred”’ list with a $25 a 
day price tag, no strings at- 
tached. 

Since no one on the board 
could put a finger on previous 
official action that established 
a $25 per diem for ‘‘preferred 
substitutes’”’ while regular ones 
got $20, the matter was laid 
over until the next committee 
meeting. 

Mrs. Smith explained that a 
few years ago a list of 
“preferred substitutes’’ was 
drawn up after those teachers 
took a course offered by the ad- 
ministration. They then 
became eligible for the higher 
rate, after they had taught 25 
days in any given school year. 

Mrs. Smith claimed that no 
course has been given in 
several years,- however, so 
many of the substitutes pre- 
sent, including herself, weren’t 
on the official ‘‘list,’’ even 
though they are actually re- 
quested, or preferred, by 
schools to other qualified sub- 
stitutes when such services 
were needed. 

The 10 substitutes present, 
she went on, had an average of 
eight years of substitute service 
to Andover, and work three to 
five days a week. Some, she

She said they arrive early, 
follow through on the regular 
teacher’s extra duties for the 
day, and learn the routines of 
each school and the ‘‘flavor’’ of 
discipline. She said they often 
talk to the teacher by phone in 
advance, or after, their assign- 
ment. 

“They go the extra mile,’* she 
concluded. 

Sanborn teacher Mary Bar- 

tow added ‘‘as a former sub- 
stitute,’ that ‘‘these gals are 
really top notch professionals. 
There’s nothing like coming 
back and knowing that your 
programs have been carried 
on,”’ 
She said that ‘‘years ago,” 
when she substitute taught in a 
small Pennsylvania town whose 
schools couldn’t hold a candle 
to Andover’s, she received $23 a 
day. 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert 
acknowledged that he had talk- 
ed to the substitutes in advance, 
and that he had recommended a 
formal training program that 
would lead to preferential 
treatment and pay. 

For the past 15 years, he said, 
Andover substitutes have been 
getting $20 a day, and he felt the 
“little extra’? for those who 
took a course would be fair. 

“There IS a difference 
between substitutes and sub- 
stitutes,’’ he said, taking issue 
with a comment by Chairman 
George Olesen that the matter 
of pay should be based ‘‘on the 
law of supply and demand.”’

The new figures, he said, 
represented ‘‘a shoe horn fit 
and may have an adverse im- 
pact on the school.’’ 

One of the main thrusts of the 
committee last year, Griggs 
went on, was that they dislocate 
a minimum number of people. 
Some special education 
programs were moved to other 
schools, but the contemporary 
program remained in tact, 
partly because the majority of 
traditional youngsters were 
already in West School. 

Seifert reported that is is 
Principal Eugene Frulla’s con- 
tention he can handle up to 12 
traditional classrooms with the 
possible move of one more 


special ed class. 

The survey revealed 126 
traditional youngsters who will 
be continuing in the program 
next year, and 173 potential new 
registrants, for a total of 299. 
By grade the totals are 
Kindergarten, 46; Grade 1, 52;

because of this ‘‘unusually 
severe winter’’ would set a 
precedent. 

“Do I think you’re going to 
get short-changed?” he asked 
Olesen and Griggs. ‘‘No I 
don’t.” 

Ahouse and Finn were joined 
by Elaine Viehmann in the vote 
to close school June 22, making 
it a 176-day school year.

‘An AFS experience is unique 
in two ways. First because you 
have never experienced anything 
like it and probably never will, 
and secondly because every stu- 
dent has his own experience 
which cannot be compared to 
that of anyone else.” 

I heard this both from former 
AFS students in my area of 
Norway and from AFS represen- 
tatives in the seminars in Oslo 
before we went and at C. W. Post 
College on Long Island when we 
arrived in the U.S.A. 

Still, I could not really believe 
that it was true that I would not 
experience anything that other 
students had. I understand now, 
however, that they were right. 
People and places are so 
different that it would be very 
difficult to make the AFS year 
the same for everybody who 
receives this special scholarship. 
I have had my own special ex- 
perience as a foreign visitor from 
Norway. 

One clause in the agreement 
with AFS says: “Students may 
not choose where to go.”’ That 
means that AFS puts students 
and families together on the 
basis of mutual interests rather 
than particular places. That is 
one of the exciting aspects about 
the American Field Service. If I 
could have chosen the area where 
I would have preferred to go, I 
would have chosen Hawaii or 
California or any warm place 
which would be unlike Norway. I 
am glad now that I could not 
choose because I would not have 
come here to Andover to stay 
with Dr. Stephen Poor, his wife, 
Phyllis, and their children, 
Aimee, Susan, Sarah, and 
Stephen Jr. 

Family life was a major con- 
cern before my arrival. The Poor 
family has a very different struc- 
ture from that of the family I 
come from. I have only one sister 
and one brother, both of. them 
older and married, while here I 
have three younger ‘‘sisters’’ and

one younger ‘‘brother.’’ The 
Poors and I wrote letters back 
and forth to create an acquain- 
tance before we met. It is hard to 


learn to know someone from 
letters but I found no need to 
worry. I felt at home at once, and 
we are having a great time 
together. 

Outside of the family most of 
my time is spent at school. ama 
senior at Phillips Academy 
which I have found to be a very 
good school academically and 
athletically. The student can find 
stimulating instruction in various 
areas of interest or particular 
skills. My own concentration is 
primarily in mathematics and 
music. I must compliment both 
departments for their variety 
and depth. Math education at 
Phillips goes far beyond that of 


the usual secondary level and 
into college-level material. The 
Music Department has many 
diversified courses which 
provide a broad musical educa- 


tion in theory and in perfor-. 


mance. I play the flute myself, 
and I have joined the band, the 
orchestra, and a jazz quintet. 
These groups give me experience 
playing in three different styles. 


__ Opposed to these advantages, I 


must confess that as a day stu- 
dent I have found it difficult to 
make friends since other 
students who live on campus are 
brought together in dormitories 
and clubs. I have almost become 
an outsider from many communi- 
ty experiences at Phillips. The

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Merrimack Dean Is Awarded Grant 


Merrimack College continuing 
education dean, Dr. Richard A. 
Kaplowitz of Andover has been 
awarded a research grant by the 
Association of Governing Boards 
of Universities and Colleges to 
Study The Impact of Sunshine 
Laws on Public Governing 
Boards. 

Dr. Kaplowitz’s research grant 
award is part of the Association 
of Governing Boards’ Trustee 
Leadership Program which is 
sponsored by the Lilly Endow- 
ment. 

“Sunshine Laws’’ require that 
most or all of the business con- 
ducted by public boards and 
bodies be conduc ted in public 
rather than in private or ex- 
ecutive session. Open Meeting 
Laws are the Massachusetts ver- 
sion of Sunshine legislation. 
Presently, more than half of our 
fifty states have enacted 
Sunshine Laws which include in 
their provisions the governing 
boards of public colleges and un- 
iversities. 

Withthis growing trend toward 
Sunshine legislation and with 
78% of the nation’s college 
students on campuses governed 
by public boards, Dr. Kaplowitz 
will analyze the status of 
Sunshine Laws throughout the 
United States and the im- 
plications of these laws for the 
ongoing operation of public 
governing boards. 

“T hope that this report will 
assist members of governing 
boards of public colleges and un- 
iversities to function more effec- 
tively. It is becoming more im- 
portant that individual board 
members fully understand their 
rights and responsibilities under 
the new Sunshine Law 
provisions, particularly in the 
areas of personnel functions and 
collective bargaining 
negotiations and agreements,” 
said Dr. Kaplowitz. 


Appointed Dean of Continuing 
Education at Merrimack College 
in July, 1974, Dr. Kaplowitz is 
responsible for the academic and 
fiscal administration of the 
college’s Evening and Summer 
Programs, including curriculum 
development and the selection of 
faculty members. He is chair- 
man of the Faculty Advisory 
Committee on Continuing Educa- 
tion and has served on the Facul- 
ty Development Committee and 
the Grants Committee at 
Merrimack. 

Under Dr. Kaplowitz’s 
guidance during the past two and 
a half years, Merrimack’s Divi- 
sion of Continuing Education has 
increased its Evening Program 
enrollment by 31% and Summer 
Program enrollment by 30%.

This would allow for a public 
hearing on the matter by 
selectmen and further permit 
the manager to include the first 
year of the five year plan within 
the annual budget presentation. 

Bowen said it was a 
strengthening of the role of the 
selectmen as policy makers and 
gives the town some long range 
planning. The selectman also 
said that it provides the 
manager with the responsibility 
of preparing the program and 
involves the planners and fin- 
com where appropriate, in the 
process. 

Selectman Janet D. Lake said 
she found the proposal 
reasonable and acceptable, but 
asked why it was in the form of 
a charter amendment, a point 
also asked by Chairman Milton 
Greenberg. 

Bowen said he felt that it was 
principally a budget process 
and should be a part of the 
charter. He said implementa- 
tion through adoption of a 
bylaw would be much easier 
and more acceptable, since it 
takes only a town meeting vote.

~ Purim Festival Set For Temple 


THE TOWNSMAN, MARCH 3, 1977 


The Talmud’ declares: ‘‘When 
Adar arrives, our joy increases.”’ 
And rightfully so. For the 
fourteenth day of the Hebrew 
month of Adar marks the holiday 
of Purim, the paradigm of 
Jewish deliverance from cruel 
tyranny. The characters of King 
Ahashuerus, Queen Vashti, 
Mordechai, Esther, and the evil 
Haman parade before us, vivid 
reminders of our people’s will 
and capacity to survive. 

The Hebrew word ‘“‘purim’”’ 
derives from the old Persian 
word ‘‘pur’’, meaning ‘‘lots.’’ It 
refers to the “‘lottery tickets’ 
used by Haman to determine a 
date for his planned destruction 
of the Jews of Persia. 

There are many theories as to 
how the Book of Esther came to 
be written. Some scholars hold 
that Purim coopted and Judaized 


the popular pagan carnivals of 
that era. Jewish leaders could 
not stop the people from feasting 
and parading, so they validated 
the practice in the Jewish 
historical framework, in the 
Scroll of Esther. 

Purim is unusual in many 
respects. First, it has many 
secular aspects. Indeed, Esther 
is the only book of the bible in 
which God is ot mentioned at all! 
Second, Purim, like Chanukah, is 
viewed by tradition as a minor 
festival. 

The elevation of Purim to a 
major holiday in the eyes of the 
Jewish people was a result of the 
Jewish historical experience. 
Over the centuries, Haman 
became the embodiment of every 
anti-Semite in every land where 
Jews were oppressed. Jewish 
communities throughout the 


world, when delivered from 
tragedy, often wrote their own 
Megillot and celebrated local 
Purims. 

The significance of Purim lies 
not in how it began, but in what it 
has become a thankful and joyous 
affirmation of Jewish survival 
against all odds. 

Purim this year is on Friday, 
March 4. The Purim Service for 
all the family, with graggers and 
Hamantashen, will be held at 
Temple Emanuel, 483 Lowell St., 
Lawrence, on Thursday night, 
March 3 at 7 p.m. The service 
will be conducted, as has been 
the custom at Temple Emanuel, 
by members of the Temple 
Emanuel Teenage Youth Group. 
Following the services all the 
participants will be invited to 
join in the Purim refreshments in 
the Temple social hall.

Born in Bradford, Oct. 19, 1896, 
he was a graduate of Boston 
University and received his 
master’s degree in Latin and 
Greek from Harvard University. 
Mr. Colby retired in 1962 after 22 
years in the Latin Department at 
Phillips Academy, Andover, 
following which he was the head 
of the Latin Department at 
Brooks School, North Andover 
for five years. In addition, he had 
previously taught at Milton 
Academy, and Newton Country 
Day School. He was a member of 
Trinity Church in Haverhill and 
had been clerk of the vestry for 
many years at that church.

"Working For You" 
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Caustic Calumny And 
The Democratic Process 


We find it most unfortunate that in this year of 1977, in 
a community which prides itself on upstanding reputa- 
tion, a man must remove himself from a political con- 
test due to personal, ethnic attacks on himself and his 
family. 

Milton Greenberg, a selectman in Andover for the 
past six years, and board chairman for many of those 
years, withdrew his name from ballot consideration on 
Monday. 


Reason for the withdrawal, Greenberg said in a letter 
to the Townsman, was ‘“‘recent events of a personally 
vicious and irresponsible nature,’’ which led him to 
decide, ‘‘because of business and personal family 
reasons I will not become involved in that type of cam- 
paign.”’ 

Mr. Greenberg refers to irreverent reference to his 
ethnic, religious background, by persons within the 
town, particularly since the decision was announced 
concerning the tenure of the town manager. 

Also in his letter, the chairman comments, ‘‘Hopeful- 
ly, the calumny which has surfaced is an aberation in 
this community,’’ noting that it is a disservice to the 
many citizens who have and will continue to give of 
their services to the town. 

We agree. 

That a person, in this day and age should be subjected 
to such treatment as has befallen Mr. Greenberg, is a 
sad commentary on the democratic process in Andover. 

Certainly, the board’s decision not to renew the town 
manager’s contract when it expires in August, will be 
an election issue. 

Mr. Greenberg as a part of the majority which made 
the decision would have had to stand on that decision at 
the ballot box March 28. 

During his: six-years-as a member of the board,-he has. 


contributed much to the community in time, talent and 
service. He brought to the town some of the business 
principles upon which he built a successful corporation. 

He was willing to give of his time to public service. 

As an elected official, he was subject of both praise 
and criticism in these columns, and, we must 
emphasize, that he accepted both in a gentlemanly and 
professional manner. 

He was at home with his gavel at board meetings, rul- 
ing the conduct of the sessions, whether or not it was 
always publicly popular. 

Now, he was to face the electorate again, asking their 
decision as to whether he should continue to be of ser- 
vice to the community, based on his past performance. 

Surely, the manager decision would have a heavy 
bearing on the outcome. 

But it should have been on either his past perfor- 
mance, or even the singular decision relative to the 
manager's contract, that the voters should decide, not 
his ethnic background. 

What he has been subject to, is comparable to the 
treatment accorded some school committee members a 
few years ago when they were involved in a controver- 
sial decision. Garbage was thrown on their property, 
eggs splattered their homes, and the families subjected 
to obscenities via the telephone. 

We have maintained that Andover has been fortunate 
over the years to have had talented people desirous of 
giving themselves to public service in the interest of 
their community. 

Whether we agree with their decisions or not should 
be the only criteria used to evaluate that public service 
at election time. 

We can ill afford the actions which resulted in Mr. 
Greenberg’s decision this week, or the effect it had on 
the school committee members. a few years ago,

telephone calls in reference to his ethnic background. 

“T have enjoyed my service to the town and would like to 
continue, but I don’t need that,’’ Greenberg said, noting 
remarks being made to him and his family. The decision was 
for personal and business reasons, he said. Greenberg is head 
of GCA Corporation, an electronics firm headquartered in 
Burlington. 

The decision throws the race for selectmen into a three 
candidate field seeking the two three year terms. Seeking re- 
election is Mrs. Janet D. Lake, with Albert Cole Jr. and 
Edward M. Harris, retired U. S. Army Colonel, also seeking 
election. 

At issue, this year is the town manager’s contract. The 
selectmen by a four-one vote announced in January that they 
would not renew the contract of Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin when it expires in August. Greenberg and Mrs. Lake 
were among the majority, with only Selectman Richard J. 
Bowen, former manager here, opposed. 

Much of the attack on Greenberg’s heritage has come since 
the announcement of the manager’s contract decision. 

Greenberg said he would continue his public service activi- 
ty in some capacity despite his getting off the board. He 
serves on the executive committee of the Mass. League of 
Cities and Towns and the Governor’s Local Government Ad- 
visory Committee.

Lyons and Wragg eventually resigned from their school board 
posts, although the actual reasons was a difference of opinion 
regarding appointment of counsel for a case involving their 
decision not to re-elect an assistant superintendent of 
schools.
